Groups of friends of the deposed pres­ 
ident are said to have gathered along 
the route followed by the guards mak­ 
ing demonstrations of sympathy and 
at time« threatening to free the pris­ 
oners by force. 
During a period of excitement the 
officers in command of the party gave 
an order to fire and the bodies of the 
men who were but lately in authority 
over those who in this way wreaked

Official accounts of the tragedy do 
not conform in all cases. 
The provisional president, General 
Vlctortano Huerta, says the killing of 
the two men was incidental to a tight 
between their guard and a party at­ 
tempting to liberate them. 
The min­ 
ister of foreign relations, Francisco 
de la Barra, adds that the prisoners 
attempted to escape. 
Neither makes a 
definite statement as to which side 
fired the fatal shots. 
It is not impos­ 
sible that neither knows. 
An official investigation has been or­ 
dered to determine the responsibility 
and solemn promises have been made 
that the guilty will be punished. 
Not unnaturally a great part of the

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 24.— More than 
one thousand live« were lost in the 
mines of Pennsylvania in 1912, accord­ 
ing to the anuual report of the depart­ 
ment of mines, which shows that th*» 
total production of hard and soft co il 
in the state amounted to 245,231,555 
tons, or about one half of the entire 
output of the Cnited States. 
In the bituminous fields 182,680 men 
and boys were employed, of whom 437 
were killed. 
The bituminous produc­ 
tion amounted to 160,973,428 tons, or 
11,414,381 ton* larger thau the record 
year of 1907. 
in the anthracite Helds th* re were 
175,964 employed, of whom 593 were 
killed. 
Tbe production was 84,258,127 
tons, or 6,659,049 tons less than in
